Trade.—The Oversea imports, excluding gold, during June were valued at 
£4,143,619, and show an increase of £1,572,923 or 61:1 per cent., as 
compared with the corresponding month of last year. The totai for 
twelve, months, July to June, 1918-19, was £42,509,710, an increase of 
£14,141,697, or over 49°8 per cent., in comparison with the figures for 
1917-18. 

The Oversea exports, excluding gold, during June amounted to 
£2,775,523, being an increase of £55,029, or 1:9 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. For the twelve months, 
July to June, 1918-19, there was an increase of £11,919,374, or 32-2 
per cent., compared with the year 1917-18, 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney in June were valued at 
£4,636,596. The following is a summary of the imports during the

A few special articles, denoted by number in the detailed table within, 
have been converted into weight or measurement, and are included in 
the abovestatement. During the twelve months ended June, 1919, the 
Oversea imports were valued at £41,849,122, and the Interstate imports 
at £17,040,336, the total of the two being £58,889,458. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for June show that the net 
revenue for the month was £3,790,350, or £95,305 more than in 
June of last year, an increase of 2'5 percent. During the twelve months 
ended 30th June, the revenue was £23,452,637, being £1,885,186 or 
8.7 per cent. more than in the last financial year.

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The expenditure during June was £1,535,292, a decrease of £39,577, 
or 2°2 per cent., as compared with June of last year. During the 
twelve months ended 30th June, the expenditure was £22,227,572, 
being £1,596,424, or 7:7 per cent. more than in 1917-18.

On the 30th June, 1919, the Consulidated Revenue Account was in 
debit to the amount of £244,545. 


Mineral Production, 1918.—The value of minerals won in New South Wales 
during 1918 was equal to £13,941,164, there being a net increase of 
£1,376,691 on the value for 1917. To the total, gold contributed 
£369,743 ; silver and silver-lead, £5,131,167 ; coal, £4,941,807 ; copper, 
£696,580, and tin, £548,876. Theaggregate value of all minerals won up 
to the end of 1917 is estimated at £299,659,821. 

The gold yield during June, 1919, was 4,080 oz. crude, equal 
to 3,994 oz. fine, valued at £16,967, and showed a decrease of 
3,478 oz. fine, and £14,775 in value, compared with June of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the six months was 
£114,792, and showed a decrease of 17,680 oz. fine, and £75,100 in 
value, in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Railways.—-The Report on the Railways for the year ended 30th June, 
1919, shows that the earnings amounted to £9,958,173, and were 
£1,003,293, or 11:2 per cent. more than in the preceding year. Of the 
increased revenue, the net increase in earnings in passengers’ fares 
amounted to £60,529 ; £444,137 resulted from the operation of increased 
rates and fares from 1st November, 1918, which increase was, however, 
exceeded by losses of revenue from other causes, principally due to the 
curtailment of traffic through the influenza outbreak, and the balance, 
£942,764, from additional business. The working expenses were 
£6,904,450, the balance being £3,053,723, or £39,290 in advance of 
1917-18. After paying working expenses and interest on capital, there 
was a deficit of £211,817. The proportion of working expenses to 
earnings increased from 66°34 to 69°33 per cent. The expenditure in 
respect of the extra cost of salaries and wages due to Wages Boards 
awards, and of the additional cost of coal and other materials used during 
the year, represents increases of £218,006, and £200,023 respectively. 

All sources of earnings, with the exception of the revenue from the 
carriage of parcels, &c., show satisfactory increases as compared with the 
previous year. 


Tramways.—The total earnings on all lines of Tramways for the year 
1918-19 amounted to £2,237,701, and the working expenses to 
£1,850,724, leaving a surplus of £386,977, equivalent to a return of 4:54 
per cent. on the capital expended on construction and equipment. 


Banks.—The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the 
quarter ending 30th June, are a fair addition to the advances made, an 
expansion of deposits (both current accounts and those bearing interest), 
and a slight increase in cash held. Compared with the returns of the 
previous year, there was a decrease of £910,197 in current accounts, 
but an increase in the total deposits of £7,375,501, the latter item being 
inclusive of Savings Bank deposits—interest-bearing—of the Common- 
wealth Bank of Australia, amounting to £5,139,350. Reserves of coin 
and bullion decreased by £396,694 since June, 1918, but increased by 
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£103,527 during the quarter. Advances increased during the year by 
£15,793,280, and during the quarter by £1,586,498. The proportion 
of cash, bullion, and notes to total liabilities now stands at 23-7 
per cent., as compared with 24:1 per cent. for the previous quarter. 
Included in the total value of cash held is an amount of £12,143,196 
Australian Notes, as against £11,042,479 at the end of June, 1918, 


Land Selections.—During June 145 applications were made for 147,936 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 84,969 acres, representing 308 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 909, and the area applied for 877,542 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the. 
Ist January is 466,208 acres, representing 850 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in June, 1919, prices were 52°3 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; 12-8 per cent. higher than in June, 1918; and 0:3 per 
cent. higher than in the preceding month, May, 1919. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
June, 1919, 73-0 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 7:2 per 
cent. higher than in June, 1918; and practically the same as in 
May, 1919.

Prices of meat were about the same as in the preceding month, 
potatoes and eggs were slightly cheaper, while higher prices ruled for 
onions, coffee, rice, starch, and candles. 


Meteorology.—The weather during June was exceptionally dry, quite in 
contrast with the conditions ruling during May, when bountiful rains 
occurred. Falls of rain approaching the average were received, however, 
on the Central and Northern Seaboard and Tablelands and in parts of 
the Southern border districts, but elsewhere the falls were very poor and 
scattered. In many parts of the Western and Central Divisions there 


was little or no rain. ' 
The temperature experienced generally was mild to warm, with 


cold nights. 

Vital] Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs — June, 1919.—The births 
registered numbered 1,383, equal to 20:95 per 1,000 of population 
per annum ; of the total, 717 were males and 666 females. The rate is 
exceedingly low, being 21 per cent. below the average of the previous five 


years,

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The deaths numbered 1,857 namely, 959 males and 898 females. 
The mortality rate of 28:11 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
abnormal, being 160 per cent. above the average of the previous five 
years. The high rate is attributable to the deaths from influenza, 1,049 
deaths being ascribed to this cause during the month. Of these, 867 
were certified as due to pneumonic-influenza, 67 to influenza, and 115 
to influenza with pneumonia. The deaths were above the average in-all 
age-groups, except under 1 year. 

The infantile mortality was 73°7 per 1,000 births, and is 17:9 per 
cent. above the average for the month of June, for the previous five 
years, 


‘New Buildings—Metropolis——According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
June, 458 new buildings, as compared with 420 in June, 1918. 

The total for the six months, January to Jnne, was 2,909 as compared 
with 2,471 during the corresponding period of 1918.

At the close of 1918 the ewes in the State numbered about 19,955,000, and of these 11,473,000, or 


nearly 58 per cent., were mated for the Autumn and Winter lambings. 


Approximately 6,500,000 ewes 


were timed to lamb in the Autumn, and 4,120,000 lambs were dropped, representing 63 per cent.; the 
markings being 3,082,000, or 47 per cent. In the Winter the percentages of births and probable markings 
for the State as a whole were below those obtained at the earlier lambing. The number of ewes mated 
was 4,973,000, the lambs dropped and probable markings being 2,948,000 and 2,112,000 respectively.

Spring Lambing. 

The number of ewes reserved for Spring lambing was 4,123,000, including a proportion of the 
ewes which failed to lamb during the Autumn. 1t is anticipated that with normal conditions 
2,953,000 lambs will be dropped and 2,456,000 will be marked. This number is in excess of last year’s 
estimate, but is dependent entirely upon improved weather conditions. All classes of sheep have been 
affected adversely by the continued dry weather, and as only coarse dry feed was available in many 
districts prior to and during the mating season, the health and condition of both rams and ewes 
were not conducive to satisfactory results.
